The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notlce that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above 1s clear
from other underground utilltles, but is based upon the best records we have
2t hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to
the fact that greater depths may not be regquired at special points. VYVhen the
Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their
assignments, they shall apply to ths Department of Public Works not léss than
three {3) days before such information is required. The Texas Public Service
Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the

expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during
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the construction of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water

mst be wged at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation

in the streets, and the restoration andmsintenance of sald streets after sald
malng have been lald shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and condltions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

vI. Action of the Board: Not recommended.
For the following reasons:

1. The property in question to be changed is an area extending from
the Missouri-Pacific Railroad to Wayslde Drive and lying between
West 12th Street and Enfield Road, being z part of a larger arsa
between the Rallroad and Exposltion Boulevard and exbtending to
Bridle Path on the north, which was rezoned as a "B" Residence
District on November 17, 1932, at the request of a large number
of property owners in this area which was designated as Enfleld
A, B, C, and E, and Westfisld, on the grounds that deeds to
property in these subdivisions permitted apartment houses but
excluded other undeglrable uses which would be permlitied in a
"B# Resldence District, and for more detailed information refer-
ence is herein made to a2 resolution submitted to the City Coun
¢il by %he Board of Adjustment on November 9, 1932, and the
Ordinance passed by the Clty Council purusant thereto dated
November 17, 1932, and recorded in Ordinance Book J, pages 509
to 511, inclusive.

2. The portion of this area north of Enfield Road contains the
Westenfield Playground and there hab been considerable develop-
ment of apartment buildings along /infield Road extending beyond
Elton Lane. That portion of thif area to the west of the property
to be changed is also zoned as # "B" Residence District and a
permit for a garden type spartment project has been issued therein.

3. This area, therefore, has been in a "B" Residence District for
some sixteen years and was then practically undeveloped and the
vast majority of the property owners have purchased thelr property
since this was zoned as a "B" Residence District and should have
been aware of the uses to which the property could be put and
the restrictions ln thelr desds.
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4. To zone this particular part of this area as an "A" Residence
District would leave a narrow strip to the north thereof, ex-
tending from the railroad track to Exposition Boulevard between
Enfield Road and Bridle Path, as a "B" Residence District and
would also leave that portion beiween Wayside Drive and the
Municipal Golf Course as a "BY Residence District.

5. It is a fundamental principle of zoning thaf{ in the establish-
ment of szoning districts they sould be in accordance with some
comprehenslve plani and that property of like character should
be zoned alike in order fto avoid inequity and discrimbnation
end the use of contlguous and adjacent property, which is simi-
lar in character, for entirely different and conflicting purposes.

6. The Board, therefore, deemed that to cub out 2 portion or parcel
of a larger tract possessing uniform characteristics and qualities
and zoned for certaln uses, which uses have been established in
portions thereof, would not be in accordancge with sound zoning
principles nor harmonize with the intent and purpose of the zon-
ing law.
